The  following  coins  belonged  to  one  of  the  most  famous  numismatic  collections 
in  the  U.  S.  A.  The  owner  who  has  donated  or  sold  most  of  his  marvelous  “cut  and 
counterstamp’’  collection  did  not  want  to  part  with  seven  of  his  greatest  rarities.  We 
are  fortunate  in  being  able  to  include  these  pieces  in  this  catalog  and  are  glad  if  any 
of  our  collectors  are  able  to  supply  more  information. 

Mr.  L.  A.  Renaud,  curator  of  the  Chateau  de  Ramezay  in  Montreal  and  Cana¬ 
da's  foremost  numismatist  is  doubtful  if  these  pieces  belong  to  Canadian  numis¬ 
matics,  as  no  records  are  known. 

However  important  European  numismatists  have  often  attributed  these  to 
Canada. 

My  father  in  Amsterdam  specifically  mentioned  the  coins  counterstamped  “V’’ 
as  belonging  to  the  Prince  Edward  Islands,  whereas  those  with  GR  to  general  Brit¬ 
ish  Colonies.  For  those  unfamiliar  with  these  items  we  point  out  that  there  is  no 
question  of  counterfeits.  The  coins  come  up  from  time  to  time  and  are  of  the 
GREATEST  RARITY.  Leroux  mentions  a  stamp  PEI.  VR.  as  for  “Prince  Edward 
Island  Victoria  Reign.’’ 

Prices  of  $200-|3  00  per  piece  have  been  paid  for  some  of  them — Of  course  these 
values  have  largely  deflated  now.  We  And  one  specimen  listed  by  Wayte  Raymond 
“Dollars  of  the  Americas’’  on  page  20-21  under  No.  3,  where  the  coin  with  GR  and 
ORD  is  listed  under  Canada. 

A  suggestion  has  been  made  by  Mr.  J.  D.  Ferguson  that  some  of  these  coins  were 
made  for  Vancouver  Island.  This  could  explain  the  large  “V’’.
